Mr. Alfred M. Bailey of the Denver Museum, gave an illustrated talk on 
birds observed by himself in the swamps of Louisiana and in Southeastern 
Alaska. Mr. Joe Bernard then gave some notes, illustrated by slides, of 
some of his observations on the nesting habits of certain birds in the 
vicinity of Coronation Gulf. S. P, Rathbxxn presented some notes on his 
observations of a recent trip to Westport, western Washington. 

It was decided at this meeting not to hold any meetings during the months 
of July and August. Meeting then adjourned.

The Spokane Bird Club- was organized Feb. 9> 1916 when nine persons met 
in the office of Dr. A. H. Benefiel, principal of the North Central High 
School)and decided upon forming a permanent organization, which later became 
affiliated with the National Audubon Society. The membership at present is 
about thirty-five and includes many prominent bird students in and around 
Spokane. Mr. Walter Bruce, who is serving his third term as president of 
this energetic club, is an A-1 photographer of bird life, and has recently 
completed the making and coloring of 150 lantern slides from his own negatives. 
The slides have not only been shown a number of times in Spokane but also in 
Portland, Oregon, and other places. 

The club meets the third Tuesday night of each month in the Assembly Room 
of the Old National Bank Building. Here a fine combination lantern and 
baloptican may be used. The club also makes numerous field trips, exhibits 
at the Fair, and has assisted in building up the bird display at the city 
museum, to v/hiich it recently presented a large collection of mounted birds. 
Recent programs of the club have been as follows: "Methods of Identifying 
Birds," "Bird Photography" (illustrated), "Bird Homes," "Enemies of the ^^ 
Birds," "The Sparrow Family," "Protection and Propagation of Game Birds," 
Natural History of Birds" (illustrated), "Warblers of Eastern Washington," 
"Bird Migrations," "Winter Feeding," "Economic Value of Birds" (illustrated), 
"The Hummingbirds," "Lessons on the Classification of Birds," "Birds of 
Australia," "Census of Birds in Spokane City Parks," "Conservation of 
Bird and Plant Life in this Region." 



It is pleasing indeed to the editor and officers of the Club to receive 
words of commendation and appreciation of the club bulletin "The Murrelet," 
from outside the membership. As has been stated before, the object of the 
bulletin is primarily to keep the members in closer touch with one another, 
to encourage a more serious study of the birds and mammals of the Pacific 
Northwest, and to publish such notes and observations as will bring about 
this end. At the present time, because of the expense, it is impossible to 
publish the bulletin in any other than its present mimeographed form. Its 
fame, however, has spread abroad and there have been inquiries and demands 
as to iThether copies could be secured. In answer the officers of the club 
would state that the edition of the "Murrelet" is practically limited to 
the membership in the Pacific North\7est, but on account of these demands 
it has been decided to have a limited subscription list at the regular price of 
membership in the club, viz., one dollar a year, or single numbers at thirty- 
five cents each. "The Mirrelet" is published the first ViTednesday in January, 
May and September, and it is the aim of the editor and officers to keep it 
up to the standard already set in previous numbers. To do this it is 
necessary that the members of the Club co'dperate and write up their notes 
and observations and send them in to the editor not later than tv/o weeks in 
advance of the above dates. 



On July the third Mr. Ernest P. Walter, in charge of the work of the 
U. S. Biological Survey in Southeastern Alaska, left Seattle for Juneau 
in the gas boat "Regal" recently purchased for official work in that district. 
Mr. R. C. Steele, U. S. Game Warden of Washington and Oregon, and P. S. Hall, 
Director of the State Museum at Seattle, accompanied Jfr. Walker on this trip. 
As the voyage was more or less hurried, little opportunity was given for 
observations of bird life along the coast. Particularly noticeable, however, 
was the scarcity of birds at this season of the year, as it was the height of 
the breeding season and the majority of birds are restricted to the out-lying 
islands. Several. Eagles were seen, also a young Duck Hawk at Alert Bay, B.C. 
Gulls or t>ther water birds were not plentiful. A juvenile Western Red -tail was 
secured at Vv'ells, Southeastern Alaska by Mr. Hall.
